I.AND08, Jan. S4.— An alarming ex> 
plosion oeoarted l»4lay inthe Hoaias 
of Parliament The solid old bnild- 
iiig was shaken and considerable 
damage was done. 

The explosion occurred close to the 
House of Lords, near Westminster 
Hall. It is reported that the explo- 
sive was placed in the crypt under 
the building. Tlicre were two ex- 
plosions instead of one, us al first 
supposed, at the I'arlianiciil Houses, 

The llrsl explosion nccnncil in the 
crynt ol Westminster Hall, and the 
second look place in the Strangers' 
gallery of tlie House of Commons 
Immediately bcfora the flrstezploslon 
a lady visitor, who was alone and 
about to enter the building, beckon- 
ed to a policeman and called his atten- 
tion to a package lying upon the steps 
outside the crypL The policeman 
picked Dp the package oareleuly, not 
suspecting anything, and went with 
It out Into' Westmi^ter Hall. He 
no sooner reached the ball than the 
package exploded. The explosion 
knocked tlie policeman down and in- 
jured him seriously ; his case is con- 
sidered critical. Its force also knock- 
ed down two other policeman stand- 
ing in the vic inity and stunned them. 
A lady and <.'eiillcnian standing near 
the oftic'er who had the packajre were 
also prostrated. The great window 
over the main entrance of Westmin- 
ster Hall was smashed to atoms, and 
all the side wiudows were blown out. 
In the interior of the house of Com- 
mons and upou the floor the only 
scat damaged was that which GUd- 
stonc occupies. A email chip was al- 
so torn oir the top of the Speaker's 
chair. The explosion caused a panic 
among the visitors, and those who 
were in tbe Uonse of Commons fled 
preoipitalely. Many ladles were 
bruised in the crush. 

The second explosion in the Pariia- 
meutbulldlngoceurred three minutes 
later than the first, and was far more 
destructive. The dynamite which 
caused the second explosion must 
have been placed under the Peers" 
gallery on the left side. The force of 
the explosion was such that one 
man was blown to the earth three 
huudred yards I'nnn llie iwint of ex- 
plosion. The lohhy of the House of 
Commons is completely demolished. 
A clew of the perpetrators of the 
outrage is thought to have been dis- 
co veml. Just before the explosion 
occuri-ed a man and woman, the lat- 
ter carry lug a hand''btg, engaged a 
cab outside of Parliament Yard and 
drove rapidly away,- giving no di- 
rection as lo destination. 

The police report of their examina- 
tion of the tower, shows that the 
structure has sustained no perma- 
nent injury. A singular cllcet of the 
cxplobiou is the displacement of the 
stone which covered the tomb of the 
murdered nephews of liicliard III, 
whose sad history is familiar to the 
world. The cotfins of the young 
Princes are exposed to view. 

Entrance to the Westminster Pal- 
ace yard is forbiddeu by the police, 
The sniierb stained window appears 
to be but slightly iqjnred. 

Tbe persons wonnded by Iheexplo- 
slous are reported as generally get- 
ting,^|png well to-night, except Ea 
ginoir^Oreea ud-Folioemen Cole and 
Cox. 

One of the topics of conversation 

on the streets is the fact that, had ili 
explosion in the House taken place 
during a session, the Irish members 
would have escaped unhurt, tlic dam- 
age all being done on the opposite 
side of the room. From the general 
direction at which the explosion in 
the House operated, it is conjectured 
that had the House, been in session, 
Mr. Uladstouc. Sir William Vernon 
llarcourt, liome Secretary, Mr. Brad- 
laugh and fully two hundred mem- 
bers of the body must have been kill- 
ed outright or maimed. The fact 
that the hundred visitors in tbe gal- 
leries of tbe Hoase rnshed out on 
hearing the Unt explosion in the 
crypt to learn what wuthe matter 
probably aeooauta for the abaenoe of 
fatalities. 



, The following article appeared in 
the Owenslwro Messengers few days 
•go:

The British Amy ComeB up With 
ElUahdi and Fights a Bloody 
Sattto in the Sasdt of 

n» jtmtJUMM or thb viobt. 

LoHDoir, Jan. SL— A ^ipetehhas 

been received at the War OfBce trom 
Gen. Wolseley, dated Korti, Egj'pt, 
January 81, 3 p. v., which reads 
substantially as follows ; 

Gen. Stewart has had a heavy 
engagement with a portion of the 
Mahdi's foivcN near Aim IClea Wells, 
atmut twenty-tlnee miles this side of 
Melenieiieh. The icliels had eollceteil 
from llcrber, Meteineiieh and Oiiuliir- 
amaii. This last phu-e, I i-e^'rct to 
say, prisoners report, was recently 
captured by the Mahdi, ami thus men 
were released from there to fight Gen. 
Stewart. On the afternoon of. Jan- 
uary 16 Gen. Stewart's cavalry 
reported that the enemy were in 
position some few miles this side of 
the wells. As it was too late In the 
d ly to allow an advance and success- 
ful enooanler,Gen.Stewart blvouaced 
where he was for tlie night The 
enemy hept up a harmless lire all 
night and erected works on Gen. 
Stewsrfs riglit flank. 

Saturday Gen. Stewart ondearorod 
to draw Hie enemy on to make an 
attack, but the rebels hesitated. In 
consequence, Gen. Blewart lell all 
his impediments, also camels, with 
the guard, Sussex re gimcntand some 
mounted inlantry,aiKl movcdforward, 
keeping his forces in the form of a 
Ki]uare. All the men were on fool. 

The British army passed around 
tbe enemy's left flank, forcing them 
to

or bo subject lo an enfilade fire. The 
enemy wheeled to the left and made 
a well organized charge, under a 
withering Are iVom onr men. Tbe 
square was unfortunately penetrated 
about its left rear, where a heavy 
cavalry and camel regiment were 
in position, by sheer weight of num- 
bers. Tbe admirable steadiness <>f 
our men enabled them to maintain a 
hand to hand fight with the opposing 
force, while severe punislinieul was 
being inflicted upon the enemy by 
all other parts of the sijuare. The 
enemy wa.'. linally driven hack under 
heavy lire from all sitles. The Nine- 
teenth Hussars then pushed forward 
to the Wells, w hich were in our 
possession by 5 o'clock in the evening. 
The euemy left not less than

around the square. Prisoners taken 
while tbe enemy were retiring report 
the nuu^lier of the enemy wounded 
quite exceptional. 

One Immediate edlMt of the battle 
is that many of rebels are submitting.

"Gen. Stewart's operations have 
been most creditable to him as a 
eommandcr, and the naliou has every 
reason to be proud of the gallantry 
and splendid spirit of Uor Majesty 's 
soldiers on this oc9asiou. Our losse s 
were 9 commissioned officers killed 
and 9 wounded, and 65 non-com - 
miulonod officers and men killed 
and 86 wonnded< Qen. Stewart's 
force consists of abont 1,500 man, all 
told." 

Among the number of British wIkj 
fell was Lt Col. Burnaby, who made 
the famous "Hide to Khiva." 

THE OrilKIl SIDK. 
L0Nt)0N, Jan. 2:(: — I'rivate advices 
received late to-day from Ivorti 
assert the rebels surrounded Gen. 
Stewart in the desert, where he has 
taken up an intrenched position to 
await reinforcements from Gen. 
Wolsely. Deserters from the rebels 
state that Hahdi's officers consider 
the afl'air at Abu Klea as a drawn 
battle. Jhe , Arabs were neither 
routed nor poraned, and foil- back in 
an orderly manner, and are not in the 
least demoralized by the outcome of 
the engagement. They rcoovend 
themselves so quickly and effectually 
that Stewart dared not move and 
wascompelfed to entrench himself 
on the scene of the conflict. The 
government ollicials discredit the in- 
formation conveyed in the alMve 
private dispatches.

Judge Morton will at once take 
steps to defend the suit upon the 
grounds, that if thereover was such 
bonds, and coupons issued, llie law 
authorizing their issue directed that 
the tax sliouid be levied by the county 
court and not by the county Judge. 
That the oounty court la eompoaed of 
the Judge and board of Magiatrate*, 
and a* there are no magiatrate* in 
the county, the tax cannot be levied. 

This lanio queatton wu tried In 
the U. S. Court at Lotibvilla three 
years ago, and decided by Judge 
Barr in favor of the county. The 
object of the present suit is to test tlio 
same question in the state courts.

Tlic i*|)oakflr was a distingnishod crim- 
inni lawyer of nearly forty ywars' aotivd 
imictiuu, and whoso dime extoudcd lot 
buyoud the limita of liia own Htute. 

yfa Jiad boau disoossing a receol 
cause celehrcio wliieli. upou purely cir- 
ouiustniitiiil oviiloiHv, n man had been 
04iiivict<nl of itu iitr'K'ious murder, ol- 
thongii many of tliotio most famUioi 
wHb'Uie ourcunuhUMM ol the em» en- 
tortninod tho grnveat donbts aboat the 
jusliuo of liis conviction, and had Iteen 
K\vuu|^ olT into t't4'rnity, prot^^sting his 
absohito iuuoceuco witli his latest breath 
uad CHlliog aiKin Ood to lend liia aool 
Btmightwuy to hell if he was not telling 
tlie troth. 

As most of onr party wore lavycra the 
oouveniatiou, naturally enoogh, drifted 
iuto a discuesiau of the dangeiv uisiug 
&um oonvictiug acoiued pemae whose 
own months wereoloaed, upon purely 
oircumstnnliul evidenoe, in the absence 
of any direct and positive proof of gnilt, 
and caso after caso wus cited in which, 
iiftor oonviotiou and execution, Uie en- 
tire iniiooeuce o( the supposed oulprita 
liud been deirty demonstrated. Most 
of tlio liiyniL-n present agreed with tho 
(listingiUMlictl liiwyer wliosc veJ'y poai- 
tivu uxprossioQ of opinion has uoou 
qauted, while the majority of the lawyers 
coutuuded, witb that •arneatness for 
wliickluwyen ore noted when odvooatioA 
thoir own side of nny (inostion, thai 
intitiee ooi^d never miscarry when care- 
Inl jndgaa gnud agoiuat the poHsibiliti 
of nusMe vovdiots by reiasiug to permit 
■ u conviction except when every link in 
the chuiu of circumstantial evidence has 
been established beyond doubt, and the 
whflla okain has been mad* io perfect 
ami onmpleteas to leave no toom tat any 
ouusisteut hypothesis ct innocenoe. 

'•The first mudei caso I over tried," 
aaid one of them, "was stranger than 
Uetion, as yon will admit, and is quite aa 
xemarkable as any of the cases you ro* 
.ftnad'tn vbeie innocent men have been 
Inoagtany oonvioted upon cirunsmstau- 
tial evidence. It ought to have been re- 
|H>rto<l as on example of the unreliability 
of the direct and poaitive testimony el 
iye-wi h i a ii m »hoWl what thqr btOieTa 
labeMwtnitb." 

lie then related the main points ol 
what was certainly a most remarkable 
and 4tamatio trial, and whioh ooostitute* 
ftfairoOMtto aoiDe ol the aiemorabla 
etaea to be bond in evor work on cit- 
eomatantU eridAioe. The nairatin 
' pndoeed to ttnng en impression npoa 
my own mind that sabseqncutly, with hit 
eousent, I put it iuto tho (ollowina 
■haue, having flnt carefully compared 
it with Ilia notes of testimony taken upon 
tte trial of tlio case. It ean be reliod 
upon OS absolutoly eorreot, with the ex- 
oojition Umt X have nrad fiotitious names, 
fntr reasons whluh will nadilr be apprs- 
wken itj»lulowwthlU»iMt of lh< 
aoturs In the drama ax* flUll liTinc: 

One winter eTeuiog ebont 8 o'dock, ir 
the early dan of the war, in the quiet 

little town of . , while patrolling tin 

fitoeU to piok no stragglers fromtht 
i^pOB the outakiria of the town, Cor 
1>unl JttUoa A7 wu abot and hilled b; 
«ua of Ihra* aea of bad ohoraoter, vhc 
were In oompaoyaod upon terms of opoii 
•umity with lbs loldiera The men wore 
anreated, eommittod to prison, an*, 
bronghf to trial at the next term of tht 
Oom Two of them were gamblera and 



desperadoes, and supposed to have mon 
than once Imd their nands stained with 
homan blood. Tho third, whom I shall 
eall Short, thoogh beaiibtf'aa anenviabli 
npntation, was regaidea as nnlikoly to 
slay a fellow man, except nnder oompul- 
siou of drcumstances. On account ot 
the character of the men and the trouble 
they had already brought upon quiet, 
law abiding citizcaia, the sentiment of tho 
whole oommuniiy waa agdnat thorn. 

In order to dear|ynnAttitand the 
foroe of the testimony given u]x>n the 
trial, and the subsequent result, it is im 
portimt to bear in mind the phvsiool po- 
enllaritiea, dmi, and ganeral tppear- 
•boe of eaeh' of tiie three priaonen. 

Short was n small man, of not more 
than live foot six ino'.icn in height, slan- 
der, weighing Boarcaly 180 -pounds, \ritb 
briiht, £a7-ied hab and aido-whhkers, 
■nd at the tbne of the mntdar, wore a 
iHtite felt hat and an old Ught-blao army 
overooat, 

Kyan was fully iiz feel in height, of 
nibnst frame, with black hslr and 
monstacho, dressed in dork clothes and 
wore a black Derby hat 

Grey was a heavy, broa<1-shouldered 
nan di medium height, weighing fully 
800 pounds, witii a full, block l>card 
raiohing nearly to his waisL Bat aa tlio 
■>.«idaMM iiibieqaeuliy ahowed that he 
hadnot fliedtheahotil ia nnneoeasary 
to describe his appearance more mi- 
nutely. 

. Certainly it is difficult to imagine two 
men more milike than Short and Ryan 
Vleaa liable to be mistaken for each 
other even by itnmgera, much less by 
Bteiraoqnaintanoea. There waa no pos- 
lability here for a cose of mistaken ideo- 
titv. 

. &hort and Byan were tried together 
nt^lheir conaent— Ony havias aaked 
jjct aad ebtained a aepwate trud— and 
e^ was defended by aeporate counsel 
A(ter the preliminary proof relatiug to 
iba post-mortem examination, Uio cause 
of death and the identifloation of the 
body ol the deoeaaed as the person 
named in the indictment, tho Common- 
-. »»alth called as its fttst witness a wo- 
; van, Mary Bowen. She bore a bad 
^'reputation for chastity, but nobody quefl- 
fionedhei integrity or her purpose to 
tell, relnctuitly, it is true, tho whoUi 
trutli. The prisoners wore all hor 
friends and wore constant vixitora to the 
drinking bqIoom ol which slic wili tlic 
p(opriaU;ess. She was a woman of pow- 
^ftrfal phyaiqne, olinaatmaBoulhie frame, 
great furoe of ohanioier and uuwe than 
ordinary intelligeuoe. 

From her testimony it appeared that a 
eolonid woman with whom she hail bad 
.Mnedhtpotehi^ hit her on the hood 
•ditb a atuiio and ran, and tho three pris- 
laen, oomliie up at the moment, started 
wiUi her up tue street in pursuit of the 
hgitive. Altbougli the utghl woe dark 
Hiere was snow on tho ground, and a 
'v.vBus lamp near by gave sumcieht light to 
J^imlju one to reuognizo a iiersou with 
"Mae some feet away. After run- 
oiug. about one hundrnd yorilu the 
? pnnmers oome to tlie corner of 
' an all^ and stopped under thu 
.. Ma hwip,. 'being ohalleuged by t!io 
deceased, wIk) was ill niiiform, in oom- 
pany with one of hin sipnul. Slio snore 
Ihiit when the corixHid culled "halt" 
,tiliort, whom she hod kliowu intimately 
« 'lor yeera, replied, "Oo to b— I," nnd, 
whin ataadiug at her sidcL so that their 
dixiwa were touohins, botn beins imme- 



(tiat<?ly under uie gosligbt, lie pulled out 
a pi^tol, iK)inted it at tue deceased, who 
was four or Hve feet from him, and fired 
and then nin down the alley, the 
deceased pursuing him. She heard four 
or five more shots tired, and immediately 
the deceased retnrnod, woundeil, and 
Short diaapimrod. While the shots w ere 
bebig fiml she saw l>oth Ryan ami (liey 
standing at the corner sonio foot nuay 
from her and after that tbcy scimmted 
and alio went home. It was also proved 
that this ajloy was bounded 011 (>itlier 
side by hi^U tonecs, dillii'iilt to climb, 
nnd led <lo»n to a stream of wator about 
fifty feet wide and three or four foet 
deci). No traora of foolstopa werefoniid 
in the snow except IIkmc of one man 
le.idih); down iiilo tliia ntronni, and it 
wiia uvidfut that the iMi'Son who had 
Qruil had nut climlicil either feuioe, but 
had wadml through tlia stream and dis- 
appeared uu the oilier aide. 

Tho next wltiieaa was the soldier wlio 
stood clotu) by the decesssd when the 
liratsliot a-aa nroilaiul who. not knowing 
either of llio |<riM)iiers, ilescrilied the 
person who had IIiimI and ran down tlie 
alley as the mau with ml hair and side 
whiskeni, druasetl in a liKlit-bhie army 
overcoat and whilit soft iiat, and upon 
lieiug diri»>1«'d to look at the three pri<i- 
oncrs IniihtMlhilnly idvniilloil Hliort as thu 
man wlioui lie bad seen do the shoot- 
111?. 

Tliii tesliiiioiiy ol lliosc uiliicsiica was 
in no wine sliakuu Upon cross uxamina- 
lioii. 

Thru llienwiira aiite-i'iortvm atatemoul 
•f Ilia dviniaiwil, takcD,lir a iltUjiatrale 
wa4 reailw ' U.a luty 'lie laUllbat bd 

had known Short iiersonolly for some 
time, but had never had any dillieiiUy 
with liim. He fully identified him as 
the man who had fired the first shot and 
then ran down the alley, firing one shot 
after another until he fired the last and 
fatal shot almost in the face of the de- 
ceased. He also fully described the 
clothing worn by Short aa it hod been 
described by the other witneasea. 

'£heso were all the witnesses to the 
occurrence, except the prisoners them- 
selves, and, of course, they oould not iw 
heard. The case agahist Short seemed 
to be as ooncliiaively mads out as though 
a score of wituesMe bad sworn that they 
had seen him do tho abootidg. Neither 
the judge, the jury, nor the B]MK^tatore 
entertained the slightest doubt of his 
guilt, and when the Commonwealth, at 
this i>oint, closed its oaaa, itaeemed aa 
though the fatal rope waa already around 
his uook Olid his escjipe impossflilo. 

Byan heaved s sigh of relief which was 
aadibla tbruoghout the whole oonrt 
room, for he was safe; there waa not one 
word of toatimouy against him or any 
dronmatanoe tending to show anypre- 
viona •mmgemeut oroauwrtof action 
between liim and Short, 

After a whispered cousnlation between 
the counsel for the defense one of them 
rose and moved the court to direct tho 
jury to fortwith return a verdict of "not 
giuity" as to Byan, in order that bo 
might be called as a witness lor the other 
iirisouor. This was resisted by tho Dia- 
triot Attorney, and, after lengthy and 
elaborate argnmente, the conrt decided 
that it waa bound to grant tho motion, 
and accordingly Ryan was declared "not 
guilty" and tlie verdict recorded. 

Then cnmo a scene aa dtamaiio to 
those present as aiivtliing aver witneeaed 
on the stage. Withont any oiwning 
stieecU liy Short's connsol, Kyan, in 
ubcdtence to a nod from hia attorney, 
stepped oat of tte prisoner's dock and 
into the witness-box, look.!d around the 
oonrt room, took up the bible and was 
sworn to tell "tho truth, tlie whole Inith 
and nothing but the trntli." Every heiul 
wos liont forward, every onr wiuon the 
alert, every oyo fixed ou tlis witness — 
something slartliug was expected. 
Would he attempt to show that Short 
hod done tho shooting in seU-dufenso? 
That aoemed tlie otly Uhhk ixissible. 
But how could ho be Iwliuveil in the face 
of tho jKisitive teal', iiony of three wit- 
nesses, two of them living and in the 
court room, one of them dead — mur- 
dered ? 

Byan stood for a moment looking 
down, and then slowly lifting his eyes 
to the lioneli, in n silence in which the 
falling of a feallier might have been 
heard, ho s^iM: 

"May I usk tlio Court a qiieatiou?" 
The veiieril lo Judge, evidently aur- 
prisi'd at lii ing int4>rr<igatrd. loosed at 
tiim and said: "Curtiiinly, sir." 

"luBderstoiid that I am acqbitted," 
aaid Byan, pausing for a moment, and 
then ('onti:iiiiMg: "I waiit tokiio-v frain 
the Court whether auytliiug I may say 
DOW can ever he oaed againat me in any 
way? 

What did ho mean ? What need for 
that qnostiou ? Every one looked at hia 
neighlxir iuqniriiigly. 

The flu8he<l fsco of the Judge showed 
that he, at least, understood what it 
meant— an attempt to Bwenr his guilty 
companion ont of the huiigmnn's grasp. 
Then, in a tone of unml.stiik:ililo indigna- 
tion came tlic answer: 

"I am sorry to miy, sir, that nothing 
yon may say now can bo used against 
you; that ia, ou a trial for murder. Yon 
have lioen acquitted." 

Eyan's face grow pulo and then rod, 
and no said, slowly and disUoctly: 

"It waa I, who Aied all Hie ahota— 
not Sliort." ' 

Most of the faces in the court room 
wore looks of incredulity; some of indig- 
nation at the hsrdeHeil wickedness of the 
man who Iih<1 just been declared inno- 
cent and who, 1^ bis own statement, was 
guilty of murder, if be was not guilty of

Tho Tost of a Thief. 
A woman recently arreslcd U supposed 
t<j have boeu shop-lifting and stealing in 
other ways for aboat twenty years, barr- 
ing two years that she spent iu prison, 
and her cost to the coinmiiuily has prob- 
ably been ten lini s as nineli .is the sum 
of what she had realized by hor variuis 
peciiliitions. Tho jiickpoeket ia b.ul 
enough, although bis victim loses only 
whi't the thief gaina ; the shop-lilter, or 
burglar, however, to gain (10 or 9,10, 
must steal property wortli five or ti'n 
timi'B as much. lie daro uot sell what 
he finds, so he takes it to a " fence," 
who disposes of it at a very low piic<\ 
and pockets half ot the proceeds. The 
thief who steals a lot of silverware and 
melts it, gets about one thu-d 0.1 much 
OS his victim loses, while tlio garroter 
who bnatches • (800 watch geta the valne 
of the gold in tho case— (10 or 850, per- 
haps. A man or woman, therefore, who 
sup^iorts a family by stealing costs the 
community 810,000 or more a year, and 
if compellod to " take onro " ot a police- 
man or two to avoid Iwing molested, the 
amount is greater. And yet, in spite of 
the enormous expenses which thieves 
inflict on the community, no other i.vil- 
doera aro so temlurly left alone by police- 
men and detectives. — Neia Yorkllvrald.

candidates is one as to whether they aro 
in favor of the polioy of alloniug the 
prisouers in tho iieuitoiitiury to coiupoto 
with workingmeu outside. This is a 
qneatiou Uut worries tho politic'au. He 
iliios not wont to offend the workiugmen 
of any partioular trade, -and he doea 
not want to bo pliioej ou record as advo- 
cating tbo keeiitug ot prisoners iu idle- 
ness. He feels that tho convict labor 
that makes \kk>U and shoos at twenty 
eenta a day, exinllieti with tho lioot and 
shoo maker.H ouUiile, ami yet if tho con- 
victs stop making IkkiIs nud shoes and 
go to making chain, there ia tiie same 
trouble with chair makint. 80 the poli- 
tician is in a cold sweat How, tho next 
|ioliti(iaii that is interviewed on tliu sub- 

toct of prison labor, wants to say tlist 
le is favor of prisoners working, but 
not at any trade that wilt iuterfuro witli 
the honest, voting mechanic. Tho pris- 
oners most not niako anything that 
skille<1 labor outside can mako, but 
should be put to work at making fertil- 
izers, Ul bono bolUngeatsbllihmeuta, glue 
fdCtoriea and fat -rending esiablishmeuts. 
ThU will uot oompcte with the honest 
meehauic. Let the poUUcian advocate 
the taming ot tho ]ienitonliary into a 
fertilizer laotory, or a glne fu tory, or a 
bone boiling establishment, and Lis po- 
litical fortnno is made. There is hardly 
a prisoner but oould bo taught to boil 
bones, or work over the refuse from 
slaugiiter hous^is. It would nut take a 
year or two to learu them tho trade, and 
they would be worth something from 
the first day they entered the prison. 
The prtsoners are not loo goixl to do 
such work, as the liouest men oiit«ido 
have to do it Then tbo penitentiary 
woiUd liavo some terrors for evil doers. 
Let tiie penitentiary bo locato<l forty 
miles from any habitation, and engage 
io the) manufacture of fertillzera, and 
crime will decrease. Suppose a mac 
would commit a crime if ho knew ho 
would be sent to a fertilizer factory for 
a year or two? Not much I Waupun, 
or the house of ooirection, with their 
warm moiils and sjirinK beds, have no 
terror for tlio bad men, but tlie kind ot a 
tactory we speak of wonld break them 
all up. If the Slats will tnm its poni- 
teiitiary faito a fertiliser factory, more 
Oioney wdl lio made nnd there will not 
1)0 bait the crime eommittod. If wo 
were goiiii; to run for olHee we would 
run on the fertilizer iihitform and be 
trinniphantly elected, but wo haven't 
tho time. Here is a chauco for some one 
to grasp tlio situation, hold his nose, and 
rido iuto power. It u p. lasiblo wo might 
exiwrienoo difiicnlty iu (fettin^ a man to 
act as warden of n ferliliVxir tactory, bnt 
we wonld huto to bi-t there wouldn't bo 
torty applioatious for the position, is 
there was a salary attached tolL—,PeeA'i 
Sun.
